2. A price limit in each of these three cases has since been decided upon and 
suitable instructions have been issued to the licensing authorities to endorse 
licences accordingly. 

3. The importers of the above mentioned goods are requested to ensure that 
the retail price charged to the buyer whether the sale is effected by himself or 
his agent-distributor or the distributor’s Sub-agent, does not exceed the price 
limits fixed by Government as endorsed on the licences. 

4. Intending importers who have not yet made their applications for Import 
licences for these goods may submit their applications early but not later than 
31st March, 1955, in the manner and form prescribed to the appropriate licensing 
authority.
